Suggest i '<ns were made 1>y" -everal of parti- 
cular persona who might be willing to serve or. the Board in Oconee. 

Tne Regional Library budget for 194? was discussed, copies having 
been distributed to each pernor, present. Mr. Anthony forcefully 
presented tie noint of view of Oconee County, which hr reports 
willing to bear its fair shnr<r of the Library costs, but which 
expects to be considered by Athens es contributing to the wealth 
of Athena, whl-en is its trading area. Toe Commissioners and the 
Board of Education members, particularly the former, he said, still 
needed to be 11 sold” on the idea of the Library. Mrs. McHatton 
emphatically supported hie view, and it was agreed by the other
